PERILOUS TIMES HAVE (COME. 
— — 


In another part of this i issue, we publish an extract from a ebene ag: Mr. 
Muller. That gentleman is a noted philanthropist. Many of our readers are 
‘doubtless familiar with the benevolent character of the orphanages estab- 
lished by him, in the City of Bristol. Judging from the character of the 
Temarks to which we give place, we should think that his mind is keenly © 
awake to the perilous character of the days in which we are living. It is a 
matter of regret that the perceptions of a man who is evidently well disposed, 
should not be as briskly alive to the fact that the escape from surrounding 
and impending peril lies not in any of the dead religious forms of the day. 

He quotes the inspired writing of the Apostle Paul in reference to the 
N perilous condition of affairs in these latter days. But even if the pen of the 
great Apostle of the Gentiles had never sketched the gloomy picture of dis- 
_ tress, the condition to which he pointed would have existed all the same. 

Thoughtful men are now speaking upon the same subject, deploring, in 

almost hopeless accents, the unpromising state of human affairs. Paul, by 

prophetic power, was enabled to briefly write down the history of a distant 
Future age. His description is succint, but as clearly defined and truthful as 
the statements of men 1 now, in the midst of the ‘elromtastante 
J to. 

The “ perilous times” spoken of by Paul. and deplored by living thinkers, 
le So conspicuous is this fact, that peril in some form exists in 
every branch of human concerns. Men are looking about for relief, but they 
Beem to try every source but the right one. It lies not in the Lifeless religious 
‘eréeds and dogmas of Christendom, so named. We make the- sweeping state- 

ment that they “have a form of godliness but deny the power thereof.” They 
“aré in doubt and darkness, groping about and falling into the ditches of des- 
“pair. Every reasonable man and woman must admit that none of tiigse forms 
can give the slightest assurance that their worship is acceptable’ to the ‘being 
co whom it is professedly directed. We state it as an unanswerable proposi- 
‘tion that they cannot. This position is based on the fact that that assurance 
must come from God. It is He whose acceptance is aimed ‘at ‘and ‘desired ; 
‘therefore He alone can signify whether or not it is acceptable. While code 
dead forms inculcate the dark doctrine of no revelation, from’ Him, how can 
this assurance come? Should He give such a manifestation of His good plea- 
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gure it would be u rpvelation, ‘It must be as Plain as the shining of the sun 
that in the absence of the illuminating influence of revelation now, not 
eighteen hundred years ago, the religious world must remain in heathen dark- 
ness, and, consequently, instead of in a condition of acceptability to the Most 
High, under the ban of condemnation and rejection. No wonder the Apostle 
Paul, in connection with his prophetic statement relative to powerless religious 
forms, included the admonition “ from such turn away.” It is plainly to be 
seen that perilous times have eome in matters of religion. In fact, in view of 
the strife, wrangling, animosities, enmities, quarrellings, bickerings among 
religious people professing to be under the same banner and head, and to be 
built upon one foundation, a sensible person is not: only glad to turn away 
from thé confused spectacle, but to do so with a sense of relief. 

In the matter of morality, which, by the way, is really but a branch of pure 
and undefiled religion, the world is no better off. Nowhere are the people 
free from peril. The family circle is liable to be invaded by human reptiles 
who live in an atmosphere of pollution. The safeguards of virtue are as 
_ slender as fine-spun silken threads. It is made a matter of merchandize. It 
hides its head in obscurity, while brazen licentiousness flaunts itself in the 
broad light of day, not only uncondemned and unchecked, but flattered, 
fostered and encouraged. But we care not to dwell upon a spectacle so full 
of loathing to the pure in heart, as that presented in the moral aspect of the 
civilized. portion of the world to-day. No person can take even a cursory 
glance at the situation without being forced to admit that in the matter of 
morals, as well as religion, “ perilous times” have come. 

Nor is the Prospect; brightened by a glance at the situation political. We 
look around in vain for pure, unselfish statesmanship. As a rule the govern- 
ing classes ‘operate with a view to personal emolument and glory, instead of 
the benefit of the helpless masses of the people. Many of them are Lovers 
of their own selves, covetous, boasters, proud.” These proclivities are not, 
however, confined to those who govern, but it is with the ruled as 'with the 
rulers. A noisome canker is eating at the foundations of governments, in the 
shape of what Mr. Muller calls socialism. So there are perils in politics as 
| well as the other departments of life. 
The world is full of disruptions and broils. Families are divided. Itisa 
: constant turmoil between individuals, communities and nations. The perils — 
ol the times are ‘heightened by the frequent breaking out of famine, plague 
‘pestilence, * war and disaster, But we quite agree with Mr. Muller, in the 
view that Things will get worse and worse“ in the world. These things 
bespeak the nearness of Christ's coming. They will reach a culminating 
point, which will be at the time of His appearing, when he shall destroy the
